Powder Blamed For Disaster. 


Toulon 
France, Sept. 27.—A thin 
ship’s company was drawn up ou the 
deck of the battleship Buff ten to an­ 
swer the roll call ai the c rew- of the ill­ 
fated Liberte, which was destroyed 
by explosion and fire twenty-four hours 
earlier. 
The survivors of the disaster, with 
the exception of those in tile hospital, 
ate temporarily quartered on the Bnf 
fren. When the name of an absent ot.e 
was c alled sonic one of his comrades 
responded 
’ dead,” 
“hospitaled" 
or 
“missing.” 
An official casement, giving the*cas- 
ualties in the loss of the Liberte, 
places the dead at 235 and the injured 
at 88, with one man missing. 
The st-arch of the wreckage of the* 
battleship continued throughout the 
night wit ti tile aid of great torches 
Occasionally a launch drew awav from 
the illuminated spot in the harbor, dis­ 
appearing in the da. I ness to r#*;fyp**ar 
presently at the i ier with its load of 
wounded tor tile hospitals and dead 
for the mortuary 
During tile night fifty bodies were 
recovered and eight 
wounded 
men 
were rescued from that part of the 
vessel that remained exposed when 
the hull sank. These men had been in 
the wreckage from sixteen to twenty* 
four hours. Most of them were insen­ 
sible from pain, and their rescuers 
lacked the assistance that their cr es 
otherwise would have given in iocat 
ing their exact position. 
Lieutenant Albert, son of Vice Ad 
miral Aubert, commander of the fit et, 
described the admirable discipline on 
hoard the Liberte. The lieutenant, who 
is serving on another warship, was 
sent with a party to help ectinguish 
the fire on the Liberte.
